Washington, Dec. 11.—The secretory of 


state recently culled on the attorney gen- 
eral for an opinion with regard to Span- 
ish claims against the United States far 
damages wrought by flllbuitorlng expedi- 
tions organized Ic the United States In 
aid of the causa of tho insurgents.

his reply the attorney general says th.it 
International law takes no account of a 
more Insurrection confined within the 
limits of a country, and he fliuix that the 
rules of International law with respect to 
belligerent and neutral rights and duties 
do not apply to tbo present Cuban Insur- 
rection. 
The attorney general says: 


"The mere salo or shipment of arms 


and munitions of war by persons in the 
United Status to persons In Cuba Is not a 
violation of International law, however 
strong a suspicion there may be that they 
are to be used In tbo insurrection against 
Che Spanish government 
Individuals In 


tbo United States have a right to soil 
such articles and ship them to whomso- 
ever may choose to bny them. Tho 
goods, and sometimes tho ship carrying 
thorn, are subject to fwl/.urc by the gov- 
ernmont within whose juilsdlotlon they 
may g\ If Its domestic law says regula- 
tions are violated, bat International law 
Imposes no duty upon our government 
with respect to such transactions. The

SHOT HIMSELF THREE 
TIMES. 


Medlcn.1 Slmltmt from IlIiuolK Commit*

Cincinnati, Dec. 11.—Three pistol shots 


In rapid succession alarmed the violnity 
of Central avenno and Chestnut street at 
10:30 yesterday morning. It was tho 
same neighborhood In whlcb Father Dom- 
Iniok O'Orady shut and killed pretty 
Mary Ullmartln three years ago, and a 
crowd of Hovoral hundred people quickly 
Withered on the scone. The iliots cunio 
from the boarding bouse at 420 Chestnut 
street, conducted by Mrs. Shugart. The 
shots came from the front room on the 
second door, occupied jointly by Henry 
Van Doron and B. B. Parsons, both of 
whom are medical students in attendance 
at tbo Kcleotio Medical college. 


The police found the door of the room 


looked, and when they forced it open they 
found Vun Doren lying on tho door, three 
bullet holes in hie head and a revolver 
with three empty cartridges by bis side. 
Ho was still conscious but unahlo to talk, 
and lie was taken U> the city hospital. 
He stood In front of tho jnlrror of his 
dresser mid fired three shots, two of which 
penetrated tho middlo of tha forehead an- 
tho third one lodged near tho ripbt tem- 
ple. Anyone of the three shots Is neoes 
iturily fatal. The cause ol his notion is « 
mystery. He loft a hastily written note 
on a table by his side which simply road: 


'I owe U. P. Parsons. t}0. Henry Van 


Doron.''

The school was orpaiiired in Vebru- 


ixry, IBM, primarily for the purpose of 
iniitrnctinjf the men of the different 
companies In' t)«- UK? of the "scaling- 
ladder," v, liich hud then just been intro- 
duced in the department. It prndual- 
ly became enlarged in its scope, how- 
ever, until, with the completion of the 
new Virc Headqunrtera building 
in 


January, 18S7, it became a general 
school'of instruction—not only for the 
new men admitted on trial (called "pro- 
bationary firemen"), but for the nitn 
already in seruci1—in the uhe of all life- 
saving apparatus, and in the ninny ap- 
pliances used for fight infra (Ire. 


Befoiv they had this new building, in 


East Sixty-seventh street, the com- 
paniea were taught ilie use ot the seal- 
ing-laddcrH and life-net at an old sugar 
warehouse near the foot, of West One 
Hundred and Fifty-eigh'.h street mid 
the North river, and here the classes 
numbered nearly 00 men ;it a time. But 
this building WUH on nn out-of-the-way 
place, nnd lacked the facilities neces- 
sary for instructing the men in raising 
Inrgr extension ladders, and in the use 
of the inuny new tools then being-added 
Id the department. 


When the n«-W fire Headquarters 


Wlldinif wns being completed a yard 
eulgned for this purpose was built at 
he buck of that building. This yard is 
bout ICO feet square, being well ce- 
ic-tited nnd drained, so that water can 
if used in tin- lessons. Here "company 
rills" were introduced—companies bu- 
ng summoned unexpectedly from dit- 
ercnt parts ol the cily, just as they 
vould bo called to an actual fire. 


When they arrived the engines wore 


•.tnrted and the inejj put through all 
the maneuvers of battling with *he 
names. The hose was dragged np the 
•itulren-.B to the top of the building, 
water was started or shut off, aud large 
quantities were used in the different 
movements executed in the yard or 
from the. windows at. the rear. The 
men were thus made acquainted with 
every appliance carried upon the ap- 
paratus, and the system perfected in. 
every detail. 


Companies rccei\e ratings on the 


books Vept by the instructor according 
to the proficiency they showed at the 
drills; iiiul some idea of what effect 
these drills hud in improving the service 
may be gathered from the fact that, 
when they were started, of the BO or 
more companies in the department there 
were about 21 companies in the first 
grade, 19 in the second, and 40 in the 
third or lowest grade.

year* of instruction there were only 
four or five in the last grade, about IS 
in the second, aud fully 00 received the, 
rating of first-grade companion.
